The Pea situation is in worse shape the present year than ever experienced by the 
seed trade within the recollection of the oldest men in the trade. Crops in many cases 
have been absolute failures, not returning the seed stock planted. Owing to the unnatural 
way in which Peas have grown and matured it has been exceptionally hard to select stocks.
